A. It came about as the result of an 
incorrectly and perhaps fa I stimulated 
letter. In a letter to the Duke Lor¬ 
raine Vespucius |told of his four voy¬ 
ages tojthe NewjWorld and gave May 
2D, 1497, as the date on which he sailed 
the first time. This was a year prior to 
the date on which Columbus discovered 
South America or John Cabdt North 
America. This letter in 1506, after the 
death of Columbus, was submitted by 
a friend of Vespucius to the Academy 
of Cosmography at Strasburg with 
the proposal that the newly discovered 
country be named America. The name 
was adopted. In this way both Cabot 
and Columbus were deprived of the 
honor of having their names associated 
with the lands which they had dis¬ 
covered.
